MEMCmANDUM FOE: Executive Director - Comptroller 
SUBJECT: Reprint of Testimony on Commwniet Forgeries 


1. TMe memorandum contain* a recommendatton in 
paragraph S for the approval of the Executive Dir ector-Comj^r oiler, 

2, On 2 June 1961, Mr. Richard Helms, then Deputy Director 
{Plan*!, appeared before the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee 
and teatifled on Communist use of false documents, untruths and 
planted stories. His published te*«mony received coneiderable 
attention and was widely acclaimed, 

3, The internal Security Subconamlttee felt that the document 
would be most useful if printed in certain foreign languages, in that 
form, it could be distributed and read by foreign national groups both 
in the United States and abroad. Accordingly, pursuant to a Senate 
Resolution, Mr. Helms' te*timca^y was printed In Spanish, F rench and 
Portuguese, This was the ^rst time a Senate document was printed in 
a foreign language. The Agency had the testimony printed in German, 
Italian and Arabic for use abroad. 

4. The English language version of Mr. Helms* testimony has 
been exhausted for some time. We have received numerois requests 
internally and the document Is also in demand from the Internal Security 
Subcommittee, whose supply is also exhausted. We have looked into 
the possibility of a Congressional reprint of the testimony but the 
authortaatlon procedure for this in the Congress is somewhat involved.

course, if there is no alternative. We have inquired w»d understand 
that the Agency can have the document reprinted by the Government 
Printing Offtce at a cost of $600 per thousand copies. We have been 
advised by the Office of Logistics that funds are avail^le for this 
purpose* |lt is our understanding that if tbs Agency orders the 
document reprinted, the Subcommittee can then ”rlde” our order 
for additicaial copies without the necessity of further authorleatton, J 

5, It ts our opinion that this document will continue to be in 
demand and that reprinting It would serve a very useful pirpose. 

We, therefore, recommend that the Agency proceed to have Z, 000 
copies reprinted.
